The Tigers were able to ring up the 
first score of the game, and this gave 
them new life. With the ball In Clem- 
scn's possession, on Tech's 20-yard line, 
the signa! for a goal from the field was 
given. 

Bissell’s Clever Goal, 

Bissell. the little left half back of 
the Tigers, dropped back to the 2s- 
yard line and calmly awaited the snap- 
back of the pigskin. Shouting to his 
team mates to hold in the line, he siz- 
nalled for the ball. Swift and true it 
came into his hands. With as much 
non-concern as if he was in practice, 
ehe little Tiger took a step forward, 
heeding not the charging Yellow Jack- 
ets, dropped the bal! to the ground, 
metit with his foot and sent as neat 
a drop kick over the cross bare as has 
been seen here in many a day. 

The little Tiger was slapped on the 
back by his team mates, cheered by 
the Clemson followers on the side lines 
and even applauded wy tle Tech par- 
tisans for a well-deserved goal. 

But the joy of the Clemson rooters 
and the team was to be short-lived. 
The score seemed to wake the Jackets 
up. Clemson kicked off, and Tech 
started one of their famous marches 
for a touchdown and finally shoved one 
over. This was repeated a little while 
later. and when the whistle blew at 
the end of the first half the score 
stood 12 to 3 in Tech's favor. 

In the second nalf the Jackets sent 
three more touchdowns over. The last 
one was earned by one of the moat 
sensational! pleces of football seen at 
Ponce de Leon. 

Jenkins’ Great Run. 

Quarter Back Wilson gave the sig- 
nal for an end run, the ball being 
given to Bill Jenkins, Tech's right 
end. Following a tandem of his fel- 
low-players, Jenkine came around the 
end with a fine burst of speed. The 
entire Clemson team went after him. 
The Tech interference, composed of the 
packs, beBan to pick off the tacklers. 
Wilson got one, Lewis got another, 
Hill picked off .@ third, Patterson 
dumped a fourth. Jenkins side-step- 
ped a fifth and he had then covered 
about 40 yards. 

Two men remained in his way for a 
touchdown. One of these made a fiy- 
ing tackle at him. The Yellow Jacket 
stopped still in his tracks. jet the man 
shoot by him, jumped aside his pros- 
trate form and went on. He eluded 
the last man by clever side-stepping 
and crossed the goa! line for the final 
touchdown after a beautiful run of 86 
eda down the field were the 
would-be Clemson tackliers, & game but 
dead bunch of players.

Obscure heroes entombed far underground, themselves starving, battling | 
with the nore brutal victims of the mine, who were following the ininneian’ 
instinct of self-preservation and seeking to save their own lives by permit- 
ting those of the frailer sufferers to go out.

“The idea of erecting’ a smoke stack 
to ‘smoke out the girls of the Girls’ 
High school,’ never once entered my 
head. It must have been the spiteful na- 
ture of the member of the board who told 
your reported that I had made such @ 
threat, which caused him to say so,” is 
the way Mrs. Eugene Hewitt, of 54 
Gordon street, talked yesterday in re- 
gard to the following paragraph which 
appeared in The Constitution Thursday 
morning, in the report of the board of 
education meeting on Wednesday: 

“Mrs, Eugene Hewitt appeared be- 
fore the board and said she wanted a 
fence between her back yard and the 
Girls’ High school removed. One mem- 
ber of the board said afterwards that 
Mrs. Hewitt had threatened to build a 
smoke stack and smoke out the girls 
if the fence was not taken down. The 
beard decided to let the fence remain.” 

Mrs. Hewitt owns 73 East Mitchell 
street, which abuts on the alley be- 
tween her propertx and that of the 
Girls’ High schoo!. In the rear of this 
boarding house there is a two-room 
negro house, whose doors open on a 
32-inch strip of ground between the 
hcuse and the alley line. 

There has recently been erected on 
the alley line nearest the Hewitt prop- 
erty a high board fence, which Mrs. 
Hewitt claims so shuts off the light 
and closes up the door to these houses 
as to make them inaccessible for rent- 
ing purposes. 

It was for the purpose of requesting 
the city board of education to remove 
this high board fence from in front of 
the doors to her negro houses that she 
appeared before the board. 

“T have never denied that the city 
has the right to erect any sort of fence

line, but

it Wants on its own property 
as it does the city no good to 
nigh fence’ in frort of my property 
and does my property harm, I wished 
it taken away, and the little gate built 
across the alley moved further from 
the street. 

‘IT stated this much at the board 
meeting. I further stated that if this 
was not done, in order to utilize my 
property, |l would have to tear down 
the houses as they now stand and 
bulld nearer my house which fronts on 
Mitchell street, and that in the event 
this was done, the flue would be im- 
mediately opposite the windows of the 
Girls’ High School and the smoke 
would soon smoke them out. It was 
then I was told I was going to do 
this for spite and was threatened, if I 
did, I would have a sult on my hands. 
The idea of erecting a smoxK, stack to 
smoke out the girls never entered my 
head. @t must have been th, spiteful 
nature of the member of the board 
who told your reporter that [ had 
made such a threat which caused him 
to say so. I simply stated what 
would happen if I was forced to re- 
move the houses in order to protect 
my tenants who have the property un- 
der lease. I heard the reason for hav- 
ing the fence built was because, it is 
alleged, little negroes ran up and 
down the alleys with wagons and that 
banjo-playing negroes in these houses 
disturbed the students.

Witness Testifies That Lantern 
Which Was Found at Home 
of Murdered Family Was 
Property of Defendant. 


Tazewell, Va., November 25.—The 
Little opened this morning, and 
within thirty minutes after court con- 
vened the jury was impaneled. When 
night arrived and the court adjourned 
for the day, the state had bullt up an 
exceedingly strong case against the 
man accused of the sgextuple murder 
and arson. 

Lantern Used By Little. 

The strongest witness against 
accused man was Mary Lee. who 
on the stand that the lantern 
which Little brought with him after 
spending the night of the murder 
away from home was the one which 
was used in the Justis home, and 
which was the property of George 
Meadows. She identified it by the 
wick, which was made from a felt 
hat. 

Counsel for défense fought hard 
against the admission of this testi- 
mony, but, after argument on both 
sides, the judge decided to admit it. 
This evidence showed beyond a doubt 
that Little visited the Meadows home 
on the night of the murder, as it is 
known that the lantern was at the 
house before the murder was commit- 
ted.
